Full Particulars of Horrible Affair- 


Dead and Injured Known Here. 
We clip the following from 
the 


Irontonian, which explains the result 
of the distressing accident at Iron- 
ton Tuesday: 


"When the boiler exploded the 


men were hurled from the incline, 
all in the direction of the river. 
En- 


gineer Koyer's lifeless remains were 
thrown into the river fifty yards from 
the scene of the explosion, where they 
were found about noon by a young 
man who waded out and located the 
body.

The Water Works Again 


Proven a Roaring Farce. 


L. Wise's Sons' Clothing House Al 


most Goes Tip in Smoke and 


Flame—The Facts] 


Another fire goes on record, and 


opposite the name of water works in 
the column of remarks goes tlie ap- 
propriate plirase, "A Soaring Farce." 


The fire was last ingltt, the alarm 


coming in at ] 1:07 o'clock. The big 
bell at the court house sounded long 
after the department was under way. 
This gave it the appearance o£ a very 
last run. 


The alarm came in from box 23 and 


was turned in by Private Watchman 
John Anders, who does service in the 
First ward. He smclled the burning 
wood and saw the smoke. Hastening 
from where it came he was taken to 
the Emanuel Miller 
property, on 


West Second street, occupied by L. 
Wise's Sons. He ascended the stairs 
and entered the law office of Alex. 
Woodrow, wlio was engaged at liis 
desk writing a petition in error. Offi- 
cer Anders told him the building was 
afire. Mr. Woodrow felt the walls. 
They were hot, and without delay 
the alarm followed. 
The fire depart- 


ment did as well as they could. They 
Jiaven't the tools to work with. Had 
they a chemical engine which Chief 
Williamson has been pleading for, 
such fires could be put out without 
scarcely any damage. At last night's 
fire the water, what there was of it, 
did more damage than the blar/.c. 
It 


soaked the clothing and hats and 
shirts. 
The fire simply burned some 


wood-work. 


During the fire the firemen, not 


negligently, let a'nozzle drop from 
the ladder on which they were work- 
ing. 
People on the sidewalks scat- 


tered, 'fearing that it would "whip," 
wetting and perhaps injuring them. 
For the moment they thought of 
what a water works ought to be and 
the heavy pressure furnished by good 
works in case of fire. How they were 
fooled. The nozzle never,budged. It 
laid perfectly dormant. The pressure 
wasn't there. And, ruarlc you, the 
little Ahrena engine—a back number 
compared to those of modern make 
and use—was attached to the water 
works plug. What pressure there was 
she furnished. 


All manner of fun was made of the 


hook and ladder truck, which would 
be a first-class toy for a squad of full- 
grown boys. As it goes over the 
streets with its dinkey bell dingling 
one is reminded of the village. In 
fact it was built for a village and was 
never intended to be drawn by a 
horse. The city purchased it through 
the influence'of certain gentlemen 
whose names, now almost worn off, 
adorn the truck and ladders. It cost 
ubout $800. 


Tlialire caught in the rear part of 


the Wise store, but how, is a mystery. 
Some say it is a mystery how it was 
put out. Mr. Wise was the heaviest 
loser. The exact amount, he cannot 
no\v tell and he says he doesn't know 
his insurance, but that it will fall 
short of his loss.

was lucky. He didn't lose anything.

At .last it seems that the famous 


case of the State of Ohio vs. Wesley 
Crawford has been settled. 
Judge 


Basham, of Sciotoville, after a well 
worded decision and after reviewing 
the evidence in the case, pronounced 
the defendant "not guilty." It will 
be remembered that this case has ex- 
cited considerable comment causing 
at one time several spicy articles in 
the newspapers. About one year ago 
he was arrested for trespassing on the 
property of James Johnson, an adjoin- 
ing property holder, and was bound 
over TO the'probate court by 'Squire 
Searl, of Sciotoivlle. 
Afte'r a hard 


fought battle in the probate court in 
which Hon. Theo. K. Funk defended, 
he was found guilty and subsequently 
failing to p,ay the 
costs, 
which 


amounted to almost a hundred dol- 
lars, he was committed to jail and 
stayed one day while the other good 
people were casting their ballots, 
this being election day. This was 
severe punishment for Wesley and he 
poured forth hob shot against the 
officers, claiming that they had taken 
him to prevent him from voting. Be 
tliis as it may, he always said that he 
was not a trespasser and that al- 
though the officers might deprive 
him of his freedom temporarily he 
would go on the land in dispute and 
which he claimed to own. On the 
17th of May, after having been for- 
bidden tb enter the disputed lands, 
he gob too near, as Mr. Jolmsing 
thoughb, and so Mr. Crawford was ar- 
rested the second time and taken be- 
fore 'Squire Basham, who had previ- 
ously been engaged in conducting the 
prosecution against Crawford. 
This 


time he thought he would rather risk 
his chances with Judge Basham and 
so consented to give him final juris- 
diction in the case. Then resulted 
the second fight in which Crawford 
was found guilty, although he was 
ably defended. 
His abtorney, Hon. 


J. S, Thomas succeeded in gebting 
him a new trial, wihch resulted last 
Monday in his acquittal. 
The prose- 


cution this time, conducted by Prose- 
cutor Harry Bannon, was waged 
without offering any quarter, wit- 
nesses being subpoenaed from the ex- 
treme parb of the county. But Craw- 
ford was advised to disregard the 
sub-marine torpedoes laid for him 
and fight a Dewey batble. This he 
did, and now he has triumphed and 
swears that he will sue the other 
parties for damages. The 
second 


trial clearly showed that Mr. Craw- 
ford owned the land and the Times 
congratulates him on his complete 
vindication.

Washington, June 1G.—Tho navy de- 


partment was greatly relieved by re- 
ceipt of news that the little band c' 
American marines who had planted the 
Sag on Crest Hill and were defending 
it 'night and day against heavy odds 
were not only safe, hut were stron 
reinforced by 1,500 Cubans from the ! 


commands of Garcia 
and Rabi, and 


were now strong enough to more than 
hold their own. 


It was disclosed in a dispatch from 


Admiral Sampson and brought relief 
lo the naval officials. 
The early re- 


ports had indicated that the marines 
were surrounded, and 
it was feared 


that they might be compelled to return 
to the ships before General Shafter's 
invading army reached there on Fri- 


day. 


The coming of 
the 
Cuban forces 


seems to have been in the nick of time, 
and uaval officials gave the fullest cred- 
it to the timeliness of this Cuban co- 
operation. 


The admiral's dispatch stated that 


the condition of the marines was en- 
tirely satisfactory, •which assurance, al- 
though brief, was enough to relieve 
officials here of the fears they had en- 
tertained. 


But probably the 
most significant 


feature of the admiral's dispatch was 
the statement that the Cuban general, 
Jesus Rabi, had occupied Acerraderos, 
only eight miles from Santiago, and 
practically a suburb of that Spanish 
stronghold. 


It was the execution of a plan ar- 


ranged in Washington some two weeka 
ago, when two of the staff officers of 
General Garcia came here to confer 
with General Miles. At that time Gar- 
cia and Rabi were at Bayamo, in the 
western part of Santiago province, and 
more than 100 miles northwest of San- 
tiago de Cuba. 


Alado a Complete Circuit. 


Admiral Sampson's dispatch showed 


that Rabi and his force made a com- 
plete circuit of Santiago de Cuba, and, 
coining up to the south, occupied Acer- 
raderos. 


This is looked upon as a fine military 


stroke, for Acerraderos 
is the port 


where iron wharves will afford facili- 
ties for unloading the heavy artillery 
carried by General Shafter's invading 
expedition.

The news also indicated to the au- 


thorities here that the Spanish garri- 
son at Santiago had practically retreat- 
ed inside the city proper, giving up the 
outlying towns. 


Admiral Sampson also states that 


General Garcia is co-operating with 
the American forces.

means that Garcia himself has arrived 
from Bayamo is not quite clear, but It 
be has, the Joint forces of Garcia anc 
Rabi will make 3,000 to 5,000 seasoned 
Cubans, recently armed with Sprlng- 


The good faith of the first offers Is 


now being questioned, and the impres- 
sion is growing that the Spanish are 
indirectly endeavoring to hold Hcbson 
as a valuable prisoner.

United States Camp, East Side of En- 


trance to Guantanamo Bay, Jirhe 16.— 
Lieutenant Colonel Robert W. Hunt- 
ington and the United States marines 
made their first aggressive movement 
against the Spanish guerrillas Tuesday 
and completely routed the euemy. 


The force of marines was under Cap- 


tain 
Elliott, 
and 
the co-operating 


Cubans were under Colonel Laborda. 


The combined forces razed a Spanish 


camp about five miles from the Ameri- 
can position, destroying the only well 
in the vicinity and killed about 40 
Spaniards. 


One American marine was slightly 


wounded. Two Cubans were killed and 
four wounded. 


It is impossible to estimate the num- 


ber of Sppniards engaged, owing to 
their guerrilla methods of fighting, but 
it is believed there were at least 400. 


The 
marines 
behaved splendidly, 


their 
markmanship 
being excellent 


even under the severe fire of the enemy. 


The captured camp lies about fiva 


miles southeast of the rifle pits of the 
marines and was an important base for 
the enemy, as it contained the only 
well within six or seven miles. 


Lieutenant Colonel Huntington de- 


cided on the attack early in the day 
and at about 8 o'clock the force started 
across the mountain. 


The march up and down the steep 


hillsides under the gla'ring tropical sun 
was a severe test of endurance for the 
marines, ar.d before the battleground 
was reached 22 men had received med- 
ical attentit n. AH were able, however, 
to reach the position before the fight- 
ing ceased. 


The 
marines 
were 
compelled to 


march in single file, following the 
mountain trail. Meanwhile the Cubans 
darted backward and forward, to right 
and left, on the scout. 


Saw Them nt Noon. 


It was noon when from a hill top 


tHe Americans caught sight of a Span- 
ish camp lying on a ridge between 
them. It consisted of one large house, 
the officers' quarters, surrounded by 
numerous "shacks" and huts, all clus- 
tering about the precious well. 
, The Americans began a cautious ad- 
vance and were within 200 yards of 
'the enemy oefore the crack of a rifle 
from the Spanish lines announced that 
the Spaniards had discovered them. 


The troops quickly moved into line 


of battle, with the Cubans on the left 
flank. The enemy's bullets were whirl- 
ing viciouslv ovsr the Americans, but 
the marine: rettled down to their work 
as unconcernedly as though at target 
practice. 


Very few Spaniards were in sight. 


They were lying behind the huts and 
In the brush, but the puffs of smoke 
revealed their positions and enabled 
the Americans to do effective work. 


through the brush and zig-zaggiug to 
escape the bullets. 


It was then the American fire became 


most deadly. 
Then, after many had 


been seen to fall in a vain rush for 
shelter, the fire from the Spanish be- 
came scattering and almost ceased.

parently being absolutely without fear. 


As the enemy began breaking from 


the camp the Dolphin, which lay o^t 
at sea, was signal :d and began pitching 
shells toward the thicket for which 
the Spaniards were making. 


Meanwhile Lieutenant Maglll was 


leen'coming with 40 men as reinforce- 
ments, and Captain^ Mauony was on 
the way with 100 more, bu. before 
either could reach the scene the trouble 
was over. 


As the Spanish retreated1 the Ameri- 


cans moved slowly forward, firing as 
they went, and by the time the camp 
was reached the enemy had all got 
away, taking their wounded and prob- 
ably many of their dead. 


Fifteen bodies were found scattered 


through the brush, but the Americans 
were unable to determine the 
spot 


where 
their firing had been most 


deadly. No time was lost in burning 
the buildings and filling the well with 
earth and Atones.
